telephone which after more than a week ^il does not have, etc. Tesjferday I went 
to tJjCi pluce I'd have selected, and Lil would have^ if we had any choice^ and it 
is much better. There was another, out of town but nearby, that seemed to be the 
best and most pleasant physical plant. .. .Thi3 whole business bugs me even in my 
sleep! as it should.

to you. I did nothing with the m3 other than put it in a box having opened the 
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package to see wliat it was and needing wliat would stack. The delay of that month 
lias tliis ganging up on mo and I've run out of stacking space. The Mailer I'm 
working on and V/v/VI are at the end of the copier so I'll not be able t# use the 
passjtlirough for marking copies until I've cleaned this large accumulation up.

I'll 
suspend and do that now f
